CANADA GETS THE CHOICE. 


Lower 
Grade 
European 
Immigrants 


Come to United States. 


Washington, May 21.—Canada gets 


the larger proportion of her European 
immigrants from the northern 
and 


western parts of that continent, but 
most of the Europeans coming to the 
United States to lli-e are 
ifrom the 


Slavic and Iberic races of i southern 
and eastern Europe and southwestern 
Asia. These facts are shown In com- 
pilations made at the bureau of immi-: 
gration. 
During the eight years ended March 


31 last 73 per cent of European Immi- 
grant, arrivals In Canada belonged to 
the Teutonic and Celtic races and 27 
per cent to the Slavic and Iberic races. 
For the same period but 28 per cent of 
European immigrant arrivals in the 
United States were of Teutonic and 
Celtic nationality, while 77 per cent 
were ot Slavic and Iberic origin.

nought type instead of the t*o author- 
ized by the bill as passed by the house. 
The amendment offered a basis for 
speeches by Senators Clay, Hale, Gal- 
linger, Burton, Newlands and others. 


Mr. C&y was the flrst to assert that 


the country had gone -wild in the mat- 
ter, of sea,armament. 


"We have lost our heads," he said, 


"and if we do hot stop .we will bank- 
rupt the nation." 


Says Cost la Too Much. 


Asserting that the appropriation for 


the navy proposed lor the present year 
averages $2 per head for each man, 
woman and child in the country, he 
said: 
"In the last twelve years congress 


has passes laws authorizing twenty 
new battleships. We are now expend- 
ing almost $140,000.000 a year against 
$28.000,000 twelve years ago. Appar- 
ently we have not the courage to stop. 
We have gone, wild, absolutely -wild. In

Eymtrain. 


'•' "Eyestrain" Is the name given to any 
tmpbyslologlc, ocular action or func- 
tion-which. Is abnormal. In the briefest 
•way we may say. that an eye Is near- 
•Ifhted-lf'the eyeball Is too Ion* from 
tl»« cornea*to the retina. The result is 
this:-one-cannot-see well at a distance, 
llor werythlng appears' blurred and 
haxy. The focus of the image Is In, 
ironttot-.the retina, and there Is no dc- 
ivlco of'the unaided 
eyo which can 


itranafrose It to its proper position upon 
tee retina. The far-sighted eye is tho 
reverse. It Is too small or too short, and 
Hhence effort and muscular exertion are 
(•necessary to bring the Image forward 
Un proper definition upon the retina. 
Glence, a blurred and 111-denned-lmage. 
... . . 
Astigmatism. 


Another factor which we must un- 


derstand Is astigmatism. 
The front 
part of the eye, as wo must* remember, 
tnat which lies. In front^of the pupil Is 
called the cornea. It should be round, 
•or equally curved, llko tho'contral por- 
tion of the end of an oge. When sym- 
ImetricaUy curved. It will naturally re- 
fract, or help to fqcus correctly, tho en- 
tering cone of light whlcTi Is to form 
the picture upon the retina. 
If it is 
^systematically curved, it will pro- 
'duce a mlshapcn lyid unsymmotrlcal 
iplcturo. which does fiot accurately rep- 
Ireaent the object. Tho chief and con- 
'tinuous cause of astigmatism is the 
jpressuro of the upper lid upon tho cnr- 
!»ea lust at the upper edge of the pupil. 
;The habitual plating of the lid at this 
illne, is caused by tho necessity of ahad- 
Sng the cornea or protecting it from 
ithe light 
which would enter from 


Wbove, and dazzle or harm the delicate 
retina. 


Effect of Modern Life on Eye*. 


In the ages of p.ifit evolution, the 


safety of the organism has depended 
lupon sharp, distinct vlnton. 
Condi- 


tions have changed. Now the, chief de- 
mand put upon tho eye, Is that of near 
'or close work. Tho genius of evolution, 
'so far as the eye is concerned, never 
'foresaw the demands to be made .by 
'our modern life. For long-sighted 01 
'astigmatic eyes, tho act of accommo- 
dation is required for ten or fifteen 
Uiours a day, often for hours without a 
moment's interruption. This unwonted 
idemand requires the continuous inner- 
.vation and contraction of muscles. To 
comply necessitates nn impossible task 
:conslderea physiologically: the resul 
'tis eye-strain with its host of sequen 
'diseases too numerous to enumerate 
: ''But why la this," you ask, "that we 
• have heard so little about this, especial- 
ly when the subject appears to be so 
'Important?" The answer to this ques- 
tion is at least four-fold and is as fol- 
low«: 
We have heard but little about this 


subject because tho biologic or evolu- 
tionary history of organs and of disease 
has been neglected. 


We have heard but little about this 


subject, owing to the fact that modern 
medical.science lias boon expending all 
of Its strength upon the discovery of 
.he causes of infectious diseases, and 
he treatment or organic diseases. 


Furthermore: 
Science, 
and 
even 


medical science, is slow to recognize 
.he unity of the human organism and 
:he close Inter-rplatlon of Its parts.

This connection is more than 
accidental. 


Another proposition. One of the most 


frightful facts of our modern life is 
the growth of the drink habit. A com- 
petent authority has calculated that 
Jie''people'of the United States spent 
for alcoholic drinks last-.year, the stu- 
pendous amount of two billions of dol- 
lars. 
If we should guess that one- 


tenth of this worse than waste was 
caused by an attempt to undo all the 
evil effects of eyestrain on the nervous 
system and digestive organs, perhaps 
we should be smiled at. Tet modern 
scientific authority takes the position 
—and who is better abla to state au- 
thoritatively than Dr. George Gould?— 
that one-tenth would /be a low rate. 
In the bulletin of Iowa Institutions, Dr. 
Applegato found that pf 150 inebriates 
examined, 63 had serious ocular trou- 
ble. 
Many Criminals Have Defective Vision. 


In the production of crime and crim- 


inals, this subject bears a close rela- 
tionship. 
A large percentage of the 


young criminals o£ the Elmlra reform- 
atory have Jsueh enormous defects of 
vision, that as children and youths 
they could not possibly etudy nor oven 
do handiwork of any kind without 


Washington, D. C., enumerates a. very 
large number of cases of Illness and 
disease as the result of the effect of 
school life upon the eyesight. 
He 


places the percentage of chlldrein so af- 
fected as between 38 per cent vand 4S 
per cent. He instances the experience 
of the Cleveland high school, where 25 
per cent, of the girls, and 18 per cent, 
of the boys were compelled to with- 
draw In a single year; for this various 
rensons were given, but the main one 
u-as ill-health. 
And what does this 


mean? Many an apparently backward 
child is taken from school and branded 
dull and stupid, and Is driven into a 
life of comparative uselessness when a. 
little care would give the child a new 
lease*on life, Intellectual as well as 
physical. Many an Indifferent child is 
taken from school, allowed to roam 
the "streets and finally becomes a re- 
cruit in our army of young criminals 
If the state would spend some of the 
amount it now spends in reformatories 
for scientific Investigation of the eyes 
of its children, especially those of the 
poorar classes, in a few years' time 
'reformatories would be less necessary 
If not perhaps unnecessary. The state 
has no right to demand tb.at every 
child shall attend school, without also 
stipulating that its eyes shall be made 
capable of study.

Effect of Tea, Coffee, Tobacco and Al- 


cohol on Eyes. 


Now let us take up some additional 


propositions In support of our original 
statement. It will sometime be 'shown 
that the abuse of coffee drinking and 
tea tippling Is not seldom due to an 
attempt to whip up a tired and irritated 
nervous system, and a rebellious diges- 
tive system hurt by the inhibition and 
worries of eyestrain. 
Almost every 


eyeatrain sufferer complains of sleep- 
essnesa, and that deadly trouble is at 
the, bottom of a deal of war in this | 
world. The tobacco .trusts and tobac-' 
oo dealers should combine against all 
the opticians, and oculists, for smok- 
ng is frequently encouraged by the de- 
sire to allay the irritation of eyeatrain. 
It is a striking fact, that in the pro- 
gress of civilization, the consumption 


f tobacco and coffee goes on rapidly 
increasing, and that the people who use 
the one. are also the greatest users of 
th other. This connection is more than 
accidental. 


Another proposition. One of the most 


frightful facts of our modern life is 
the growth of the drink habit. A com- 
petent authority has calculated that 
the 'people 'of the United States spent 
for alcoholic drinks last\year, the stu- 
pendous amount of two billions of dol- 
lars. 
If wo should guess that one- 


tenth of this worse than waste was 
caused by an attempt to undo all the 
evil effects of eyestrain on the nervous 
system and digestive organs, perhaps 
wo should be smiled at. 
Yet modern 


scientific authority takes the position 
—and who is better able to state au- 
thoritatively than Dr. George Gould?— 
that one-tenth would .be a low rate. 
In the bulletin of Iowa Institutions, Dr. 
Applfitrate found that pf 150 inebriates 
examined, 63 had serious ocular trou- 
ble.

In the production of crime and crim-

He Instances the experience 
of the Cleveland high school, where 25 
per cent, of the girls, and 18 per cent, 
of the boys were compelled to with- 
draw in a single year; for this various 
reasons were given, but the main one 
was ill-health. 
And what, does this 


mean? Many an apparently backward 
child Is taken from school and branded 
dull and stupid, and is driven into a 
life of comparative uselessness when a 
little care would give the child a ne\v 
lease^on life, intellectual as well as 
physical. Many an indifferent child is 
ta'ken from school, allowed to roam 
the "streets and finally becomes a re- 
cruit in our army of young criminals.

The state 
has no right to demand that every 
child shall attend school, without also 
stipulating that its eyes shall be made 
capable' of study.

•craps -of leather from the shoe factories are saved 
and made to swell the profits. The exhaust steam 
from tte power house Is piped away to heat factory 
boildlafa. The drat from machine shops Is burned 
for tb« metal filings It contains. Sawdust is turned 
Into alcohol for fuel and power. Copper and alumi- 
num dnt sad borings ue carefully collected and re- 
melted. KTWT piece of scrap Iron and steel is treas- 
ured. Itetarl** are organized to work up the saw- 
talllngi tod ttay bits of wood formerly burned under 
the boflen. The gases from the coke ovens and Wast 
furnace* an collected, refined and used In great gas 
engine*. And In a thousand and one ways the Indus- 
trial leaks of. shop and factory are now being stopped 
and turned Into dividends. 


But by fM the "greatest economy of al) the large 


nanuteetarlng plants Is the protection and preserva- 
tion of Its labor resources. To make the most out of a 
giant panrh press It must run evenly and smoothly, 
at a ntetanm cott for repairs, day after day. year In 
and year out. This is equally true of a skilled la- 
borer. Every bour or day that he loses means that 
bis machine i» Idle and the production Is robbed of 
]nst so draco. So his health, his bauds, his eyesight, 
•ren Us digestion most be safely guarded, for In this 
day and age a skilled workman Is a very precious 
possession. He is always In demand and commands 
the highest wages. 


In the old days any kind of a building was good 


__—empugb for a factory. Tbe floors were never thor- 


get a sandwich, some fruit, a cup of coffee or cocoa. 
Morning, noon ana night regular substantial meals 
are to be had, when the very best of food Is scientifical- 
ly prepared and served at a nominal cost. These work- 
ingmen are also guarded by police and firemen, for 
the plant is a large one. A hospital is maintained, 
and every factory building is equipped with a sanitary 
lavatory, while the dirtiest .-hops, such as the foun- 
dries, have shower baths and locker rooms. In this 
same plant a trained nurse looks after the female - 
employes and a suitable retiring room is provided for 
them.

In the old days when the "pound of cure" took the 


place of the "ounce of prevention" one large industry 
employing twelve thousand men mid women insured 
every one of them against accident, this being cheaper 
than to pay the annual damages out of the profits 
with so many dangerous machines running night and 
day. But after "the doctor" finished with the plant 
and installed a complete equipment of safety devices 
on nil the machines the percentage of injured dropped 
so low it was cheaper to pay the men Injured than it 
\vns to pay premiums to the casualty company. Dur- 
ing the lust year this concern ,paid out tonly a little 
more than $10,000 to the few injured wftrkmen hurt 
during that time. 


Every Industrial plant of any size now has its,own 


safety expert, usually a graduate engineer, whose . 
duty It is to inspect every machine In the snops and to 
see if it Is properly safeguarded; His title of "doc- 
tor" is well deserved, but, unlike his namesake, he 
strives to prevent and not cure. As soon as a work- 
man is hurt "the doctor" visits the scene of the acci- 
dent and ascertains if it was the fault of the machin- 
ery. If it was he immediately sets about to-develop 
a new safety device for that particular work so the 
accident caunot happen again. Every [ilece of new 
machinery must be "checked for safety" by jthis maa.( 
Drinking cups have been banished from the mod-

This was due sole- 
ly to the fact that his employes were healthier, 
stronger and better able to do good work—that they 
were being dared for.

Thft record for a large manufacturing plant cm-, 


ploying fifteen thousand men shows that th« number 
of accidents for the year just closed reached a total of 
1,618, of which only 412 resulted In disability lasting 
more than five hours. In twelve months the ambu- 
lance was called only fifteen times. These figures 
s*em large, but It must be remembered that they in- 


fatalities In tlio groat mill district of Pittsburg and 
only a little more than a hundred during the last year, 
and there were twice as many men nt work durlnj- 
1000 as In 190S. In one plant where ten thousand row' 
are employed not a single fatal accident occurred la»v- 
year. The worst accident during the same period In 
another plant where three thousand men are at work 
was the loss of a couple of fingers from the hand of a 
Polish workman. 


This rapid decrease In the percentage of workmen 


killed and disabled is due to the tireless efforts of tbs 
factory managers to lessen the cause of accidents. 


In ons large shop where dull tools arc sharpened on 


emory wheels the men were frequently disabled by 
stnoS splinters flying Into their eyes. Automobile gog- 
gles effectively remedied this evil, but the men woiM 
neglect to wear the goggles, so a sliding shield wns

this stain on your neck, instead of 
coming- to me? It is not good ..busi- 
ness for me to tell you, but-really, you 
could, have made your throat white if 
you had taken the -cucumber cure. 


"It Isn't the .whole cucumber which 


has efficacy for bleaching the skin, you 
know. It is the peel, mostly, and so 
tho pulp might just as well be saved 
for. the table. It's good. 


"The way to prepare the peel Is to 


slice It In long and thin pieces. There 
Is arsenic In the green, and it Is this 
Ingredient which is blenching.

Lay the strips cm a piece of 


muslin and then bind them on with a 
hin piece of cloth. Put the juicy side 
f the vegetable next the skin.

ticularly strong as well as handy to 
have in the kitchen. 


Pineapple slips, though not partic-

As strawberries are in season, it 


might be well to remind housekeepers 
that a little implement for 'removing 
the hulls may be bought for five cents 
each. 
A most convenient and-simple ice 


cream freezer for family use is'only 
51,90 for a two quart size. It is made 
of white cedar and is bound with es- 
pecially strong galvanized hoops. 


The cans are of block tin, with steel 


buttons and all the inside parts that 
come in contract with the cream are 
heavily coated with pure block tin. 
This means a thorough sanitary freez- 
er. It is guaranteed to be economi- 
cal, as comparatively little salt and 
ice are neededJ.o freeze cream in it.

WO years after the final retirement or" Jem" 
Mace, in 1871, the issue of the championship 
was decided between "Mike" McCoole and 


"Tom" Allen, the latter regaining the title he 
had previously won and lost. In 1876 Allen 
surrendered it to "Joe" Goss at Covington, Ky., 
on a foul after twenty-seven rounds of hard 
fighting. 


There were few aspirants for pugilistic honors ^ 


at this time and public interest in the game wasx 
dying out. Those who cherished the traditions 
of a great sport with a roll of names that stood 
for manhood, courage and fair play despaired 
of ever reviving the prize ring as an aWUette in- 
stitution of the race. 


Goss, like "Jem" Mace, a left over from a 


brighter and cleaner period of fistic history* 
could find no adversary worthy to step inttd* 
the ropes with him during th* font years he 
held the title. A' match with John 3. Dwyer 
came to naught and the'champion's repeated ef- 
forts to obtain competition resulted in failure 
until, in 188O, a stranger announced himself as 
a candidate. This was "Paddy" Byan, "the Tro- 
jan," who never yet had appeared in the squared 
drtle.

ing his further opportunity, wresting the honor at 
last from "Tom" Allen wnen that brave but unskilful 
pugilist again forced himself to the front by .Beer 
strength and determination. 


"Jack" Broughton. father of pugilism, fought to re- 


tain his place at the bead of the .port when forty- 
»even years old. "Tom" Johnson was finally defeated 
tt the age of forty-one. Mace was forty when he

forty-two at the time he met "Paddy" Ryan, almost 
twcfc-TttTJi older than Fltzslmmons in the second 


- r Jeffries ngnfcilj Boss is therefore entitled to recognition 


as the oldest active^ reigning champion since 1750. 


That such an aspirant as "Paddy" Ryan should 


have been able to measure fists with the first boxer 
of the day serves as an adequate commentary upon 
the state of the game in 1880. Ryan was born in 
Tlpperary in 1852, and when first heard from had 
gained a local reputation as a rough and tumble 
bruiser in Troy, N. T. There was nothing to recom- 
mend him for premier honors in the prize ring be- 
yond his strength and hi. undoubted ability to take 
and to inflict punishment. Science he had none, nor 
experience of the kind that makes champions under 
recognized rules. But the fact that he could "whip" 
anything near his weight, without reference io the 
manner of the "whipping," gave him sudden promi- 
nence and he found backers to the extent of $1,000 
In obtaining a match with Goss.

THE HIRED

There has been much discussion In 


some of the farm papers recently re- 
garding the conditions of the average 
hired man, and much that has been 
published to show that he is a greatly 
abused individual, Is In my opinion, 
wrong. As a rule I think the farm 
laborer is better off than any other 
unskilled workman. 
It Is true that 


he works long hours during the sum- 
mer but taking the year through his 
average hours are no longer than 
those of the city workman, while his 
nhyslcal comfort Is much greater. 
The charge that most hired men are 
worked to death on short rations is 
absurd according to my Judgment 
based on many years of observation 
and actual experience. 
The average 


farmer in this country lives well, be- 
cause he can afford to and because he 
wants to. 
His table Is very much 


above the avorage of the table of the 
city workman, Everything that comes 
to It Is fresh, clean and nearly always 
well cooked.
